of Caribco, or of any other district, with 
the " voiigeauco of tbo Govorumont " if 
they should fail to vote for tho Ciovoni- 
mont candidate. Wo Imvo over boon 
careful to impress on tho miuds of elect- 
ors overywhero that, no matter what the 
political stripe of their membera might 
he, the district ■would receive the fullest 
measure of justice at the hands of the 
Qoveroment. 1o have advocated any 
other policy would have been to inter- 
fere with tbo Constitutional prerogative 
of the People. One of tho wicUedent of 
the many wicked acts of tho Walkeiu 
Government was to deny to districts who 
■sent in Opposition nicmbcra a fair hIuu-o 
of the public expeudituro, Lillooet Dis- 
trict was Btuvvod for years because Mr 
Humphreys roprosented it. Cowiolian 
District was given tho cold shoulder be 
cause the present Fiuaucc Minister would 
not surrender principle to pelf. Victoria 
District, which came by deputation to 
inform tho Govornmeut that the lives of 
the setllera and those of their families 
were imperilled by unsafe bridges, was 
asked by Mr. Beaven, " How can you ex- 
pect us to keep your ronds and bridges 
in repair if you send members to op 
pose us?" Kootenay fared no bettor be 
cause one of ita memVer.s voted indepen- 
dently in the Houeo; and Nauuimo was 
repeatedly told by Mr. Walkom at a pub' 
lie meeting in 1871 that, so long as Mr, 
Eobson represented it, they need not oX' 
pcct justice. Can tho Herald point to 
similar acts on the part of tho j)reser.t 
of the present Government ? Can it men- 
tion a district wherein an attempt has 
been made to coerce the People into the 
surrender of their Oonstitutional. rights 
for the sake of a road or a bridge ? Nay, 
more; can it prodace a single word, line 
or Byllablc from The Colonist that can 
be construed into threatening the people 
of a district with "vengeance" if they fail- 
ed to vote for the Government candidate? 
We say that it cannot; nnd challeugo it 
to the proof. It is because tho present 
Government have treated all the districts 
with fairness nnd Lave scorned to ask 
them " to crook the jjiegnant binges of 
(he knee that thrift may follow fawning," 
that they enjoy the confidence of tlio 
country to an extent that no other Mini."}- 
try have ever enjoyed it. Had Mr. Davio 
pledged himself in his addresd to knock olF 
the road-toll — had ho gone to tho electors 
of Cariboo with a lio in his mouth, and 
promised them what he knew ho could 
not perform, ho would have been the 
miners' " curly-beaded boy " without a 
doubt. Ho went amongst them frankly 
and sincerely — told them that tho Gov- 
ernment were committed to tho continu- 
ance of the road toil— and was defeated. 
Mr. WaJkem, on the other hand, promis- 
ed that if be came into power again he 
would abolish the impost and "Oowan and 
abolition of the road-toll," carried the 
day.

They im- 
posed tlio road-toll because it is a just and 
equitable tax, through tho imjjosition of 
wliich that splendid monument to the 
genius and ability of Bir James Douglas 
has been {preserved from falling into a 
stato of rnin and decay. The second mia- 
fitatement of tho Hcrci/il of which wo have 
to eoniijlniii is tliat (iiil'ereutiiilly) v.e have 
allndi'd to t,ho f icc-miuers of Cariboo iih 
"a niub," and, as ii inatlor of course, unlit 
to bo eiitrUHlod with tho ballot. It is 
scarcely necessary for ua to deny that wo 
cast any reflections on the miners. 
Wo have never denied their fitness for tho 
franclii.so, oi denied them all tho praise 
their ellorts as "busy workers in tliu 
hive of industry'' ei)titlo them to. Tluu 
thoy have Hulibreil themsijlvos to bo mo.st 
ogregiunsly luinibuggod and deceived by 
Mr. Walkem and Ilia organs i.s only too 
apparent; and that they have missed llio 
opportunity of being reiiresontod in the 
present jMiuistrv mj- a goiitlonian of abili- 
ty wliose only fiLiit, in tho eyes of hi,", 
opponents, was his refiiHul to proniiHO to 
work imiio.s.sibilities, is unfortunately too 
true. But it in eontemptibjo, and entire- 
ly beneath a pajior until lately bo respec- 
table as the Herald, to put words in our 
mouth that we never dreampt of uttering.

st:ito of afTairs. It says:— Fur has gone 
down so much in valuj that its proceiuhs 
for thd company lust season wore .C()(),()(ll) 
niuler the ;)rovious yuiir's, and .l'85,ti(J0 
less than the average sales of tijo last ten 
years. Tho quantities are also less, but 
not very materially so. It is the depress- 
ed price that brings about the present 
state of things. There is no dividend 
now;iu othor words, no dividend for tho 
whole year. The result of tho year's 
working ia indeed a suuill loss of £2,911. 
But wo have now to mention the occur- 
rence of a benefit, although of a negative 
order. No additional capital is to be rais- 
ed Tho required amount is to bo obtain- 
ed by releasing capital by withdrawing 
from several unj»roductive posts. The 
company have about £1,000,000 invested 
iu the fur trade. Tho company is in very 
sound condition, and when furs got up in 
price there will doubtless bo a renewal of 
the moderate dividends pnid in late years. 
Tho laud account forms at present a 
trumpery item. The great present busi- 
ness of the company is trade, and on that 
they make a loss, but from a cause which 
is only likely to bo temporary.

(Extraot from Mr. Trapp's letter,) 

Tilo weather being mild, and but a 
litilo snow, sheop aro very scarce, thoy 
keeping back iu the mountaiu, and tho 
Indians have been jiretty hungry this 
winter. Wiieu.1 oame back from tho 
Cache there were a good many camped 
about 10 miles below the dopot'at '"Bus- 
sia Jack" mountain, where their dogs 
wero dying of hunger. Tlioy had a meet- 
ing amongst themselves, "Louis Camj)- 
boU" at their liead, to consult each othor 
about coming to tho depot and demanding 
of mo to trade out to them ouo-half of tho 
stuff at tho depot. They all ogreed 
with the exoeptiou of two,— one by 
the name of Pierre, a French half- 
breed, who bad como to tho depot a little 
while before hard and not a single 
bidl to shout with. I got sotno tea lead, 
and iiiade him come bull, and gave to liim 
and showed him where liicro woro a good 
many beaver bouses, wliioh none of tho 
Indians kuew of. For this ho said I bad 
been very kind to him when he was hard 
lip and had uo ball, and ho would have 
nothing to do with it, and one other fel- 
low, Lusie Goshio, by name. These wero 
tho only two who would not join in, and 
wlu n tlio l).ilance s:iw all would not agree 
tlioy bound ttieso two over nut to tell me 
about their meeting; bnt it leaked out a 
littlo at a time. 

Thej' are gettiug a little dissatisfied 
with the government. They got "posted" 
on what is done by way of gifts and so 
forth by tho f.^overnnient lo the Indians in 
other parts and they May they are going 
to speak for somothiug to MeLeod; for as 
yi t thoy have had nothiug. If they apeak 
to mo on theso subjects I refer them to 
MoLood. 

Tin; trouble with themseems to be. that 
the company have not sent up a trader 
this yfiir to l-'iddlo Depot as horotoforo, 
and to they cannot get lid of their skins, 
and not being able to do so at tho dejiot 
as last year thoy feel a littlo aggrieved in 
consoqueuco. 

I just mentiou theso things, and you 
can take, thorn for what they are worth. 

I have endeavored all through to keep 
tliom away as much as possible; but tfhen 
they have como up I have always given 
ihom their 8ni)i3er and breakfast and got 
rid of thorn as quickly n» possible, and up 
to the jiroseiit we have had iiono of them 
camped nearer tiian "liussia Jack" with 
tho exception of Pierre, his wife and one 
child.

Montreal Synod. 

^MontkijaIj, Juno 20. — Tho Synod of the 
Diocese of Montreal is now iu aossion 
hero. Tho Metropolitan, in his address, 
aunoQDced a defioienoy in tho mission 
funds of §1,000, referred to tho grorwing 
harmony among the members of the 
Church and expressed sutisfaction with 
the judgment of tho Privy Council in tho 
Kidsdalo matter. 

The Bishop gave tho following as his 
opinion of tho mles of ritual: — " (1.) As 
ri ,!,'ards the vesture of the olorgy, the only 
drcs.s which the minister officiates iu our 
parish churches may use, wlietbcr in 
reading tho morning prayer, or preaching 
the sermon, or in administering tbo Holy 
Communion, is the white .surplice neither 
tho ulbe, or chasuble, nor copo, nor black 
gown having any placo in such services. 
(2.) As r<'gards the mode of conducting 
till) inoriiiug servici', this service is com- 
monly used iu its amalgamated form, but 
it is permissible to separate it into its 
oi iginul parts, and use it in three distinct 
services, provided that no ono of thorn bo 
(vltogotlicr. Art regards any ceremoniul 
not prescribed by tho prayer book but 
introduced arbitrarily or by caprice into 
tho service, such iutrodnctiun is illegal, 
us for instance, the setting up in the 
church stations of (he cross, (be plaolog 
of candles on or near tho holy table when 
not nbsolutoly needed for tho diffusing 
light, theolovation of the ehnuonts, pros- 
trations and gcuulleiions, tho mixing of 
water with tho wine, the introduction of 
unauthorized x^rayorij %Yell as tbe omis- 
sipvi of t\nv (hat aro enjoyed."

BuouAKEST, July 7.— No importnut no- 
tion is expected until tho llussian.s havo 
established depots of supplies on tho 
eoutliorn side of tho Danube and havo 
prep.ired every thing f(n- an advance. 

Br:ii(iu.\i)K, July 7.— Greek and Roman 
Chriatinna of Bosnia aro an.xiously await- 
ing tho result of their petititjn as'king for 
the oooupatiou of Bosnia by the Austrian 
troops. Part of (he Mohommodan popu- 
lation are in favor of foreign occnijation. 

BuKLiN, July 7.— PkUH.-ian oflicial in- 
telligence tlius explains tho occurrences 
in tlie Asiatic theatie of war: Cieii. Louis 
Mclikolf, having re.iohod Aaraxes valley 
by way of Ivais ami Er/.eroum, whoro the 
Turks occupied the right flank to prevent 
attacks in front and rear. Gen, Melikoll' 
before proceodiug further west had to 
turn north and att.iek Suvrin. The at- 
tempt failod and Melikofl' foil back to 
Aarasos Valley whortj ho hoard that the 
southern column under Lt.-Ge.u. Tcrzu- 
kassofl', which was to have met liim there 
previous to a joint march on Erzeronm, 
was likewise defeated near Dolibaba and 
had retreated. Lt.-Qan,' TerzukassofT is 
sofamingly determined to retrace his stops 
to the frontier and recover Bayazid, and 
Gen. MelikolT, according to the latest in- 
telligence, intouds to take up a position 
in Aaraxes A'alley and hold tho road to 
Kara against the victorious forces from 
Zorwin. 

Vienna, July 7,— Tho ISonmaniau Oov- 
ornnient before sending troops across the 
Diiuubo inquired how Austria would re- 
gard such a step and was informed that 
as long as tho lloumanian army rciijocted 
Sorviau neutrality Austria would remain 
iudifTerent to its movements. 

SuuMLA, July 8, — A battle was fought 
Thursday in the vicinity of Bnla lasting 
12 hours. Tho Rimsians wero repulsed 
with considerable loss and fell back on 
Sistova. No details of the tight havo boon 
received. 

London, July .S. — Cloocoriiing tho situa- 
tion on the Dauubo wo have no now in- 
formation from any quarter except de- 
nials of the first hasty reports of a rapid 
advance of Kussians, Tiernova ia not in 
their liands nor likely to be immediately 
as thu Turks probably mean to hold the 
lino of Z'Uitra if they can, and Tieruora ia 
very favorat)ly situiitod for strong do- 
fences. Tho tigiiting tlius far reported 
cannot have amounted to more than out- 
post affairs for tho Bussiaus aro not yat 
prepared for serious work. The Turkish 
quadrilateral remains in(ao( and no( less 
threatening to tho 120,000 Russians said 
to be across tho Danube at Sistova than if 
Gen. /inimorman had not crossed nt Ib- 
rnil and swejjt tho Dobrudsclia, His 
110,000 men mn^t account to tlio garrisons 
of tho threo fortified positions of Kuaten- 
dji, Silistria and Varna before they can 
render effectual help to tho army now at 
Siitova, In the same way jirovision must 
bo made against the Turki-<h forces aI.)out 
Nikopolis and Widden before any sorioiis 
advauoo upon the Bnlkiins can bo uiider- 
takon. Nothing is yet known of tlie Turk- 
ish dispositions except tliat the head- 
quarters remain at Sbumla where RoJif 
Pasha, Minister of V^ar, has joined Abdul 
Kerim and a council has been established 
under whoso direction the campaign will 
bu proseoutod, possibly with moro vigor 
than heretofore. The only good quality 
generally concodod to Rodif Pasha is en- 
ergy. Tbo Turkish Danube llotilla ro- 
muiuB supine, while a single bridge at 
Sistova ia permitted to supply the largo 
Rufsian force with provisions and war 
niatoriiil. Tho bridge is reported fio weak 
that it has broken i.f its own weigiil sev- 
eral times during the past week. Ono 
ironolad in (U-ttMiuincd iiuiulK might phu^i! 
tlio Russiiiii army iu a desperate iihai)0, 
for tho country on the 'l,'urk^8h side of the 
Danube woii,ld uot maintain (hem ma,t^ 
days if deprived of their commissariat. It 
was reported recently that Hobart Pasha 
ODntenqjlated an operation oi this kind on 
tho Danube under bis personal direction; 
but ho has thus far been restrained by 
joalousy on the part of (he Turkish Pa- 
shaa. 

Nea' ly all accounts from the seat of 

war in Asia Minor agree that the Russians 
liave iu(;t with serious reverses; but their 
position docs not aupear to bo as tho- 
roughly comproniisKd a.s would be ieared 
from earlier liispatchos cui Er/.erouui.

Sir Stafford Northcoto's explanation in 
tho IIouso of Commons is declared to bo 
iiisulliciont and unsatisfactory.
